Montgomery, Ala., Jan. 23.—The argu¬ 
ments m the railroad rate litigation be¬ 
fore Judge Thomas G. Jones In tho 
United Slates Court came to an end to¬ 
day. The matter has been taken under 
advisement, the oral arguments to be 
supplemented by briefs and aifidavits. 
It is not likely that Judge Jones will 
read) a decision for several days. The 
closing speeches were nmdc for the 
.*4tate by Horace Sulngfellow. and for 
tho railroads by Greguty L. Smith, of 
counsel for the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville. In the meantime the rate and 
regulation acts of the recent sons ton of 
the Legislature are held up by a r 
straining order issued by judge Jones 
some weeks ago. 

Tho Status of the situation Is this: 
At the January session the Legislature 
parsed a number at rate laws, which, by 
order of the Federal ‘Court, were sus¬ 
pended by an Injunction In May pend¬ 
ing an Investigation of the charge* that 
they were confiscatory. At an extra 
session In November In an attempt to 
get the matter out of the Federal Court, 
the Legislature repealed the laws en¬ 
joined and took away the right of any 
officer of the State to enforce them. 

After that was done the same rail¬ 
road* that were then fighting the old 
laws asked for an extension of the old 
Injunctions to the new laws, arguing 
that the new acts were nothing lei 
than developments, or amendments to 
the old, pending the hearing on which 
Judge Jones Issued an order restraining 
enforcement until both sides could be 
heard. Out of this has grown the ar¬ 
gument Just ended. The State has held 
that the old laws cannot be supple¬ 
mented. as they are repealed, and the 
litigation on them abated. 

Tho railroads say they can, thax the 
new laws are worse than the old. that 
th£y are confiscatory and unconstitu¬ 
tional In that they give no court re¬ 
view. 

The railroads fighting th* acts are 
the Central of Georgia, the Western of 
Alabama and the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville. The Central Trust Company of 
New York Is also a party, asking that 
the rates be excluded from the Cen¬ 
tral of Georgia because they would 
make It l/nposslble for the road to pay 
interest on bonds which It holds.

Washington. Jan. 23.— Startling de¬ 
velopments In the plot to overthrow 
the Government of President Nord, In 
Haytl. have followed the investigations 
of the secret service agents In New 
York In connection with the arrest of 
Jose M Giordani on the charge uf 
counterfeiting Haytlen money. 

The officers say they have ascertain¬ 
ed that the prisoner was the agent of 
a formidable conspiracy whose opera¬ 
tions probably would have extended be 
yond the limits of Haytl into Santo 
Domingo and even Into Cuba had the 
revolution in Haytl bc«n a success and 
the agents In New York remained un 
molested. 

It wa« found among other things the 
secret service operative* declurc that 
certain perwon* In Haytl. mostly 
Frenchmen and Corsicans, and one of 
them a brother of Giordani,' wena ac¬ 
tive agents of the alleged conspirators 
and were designated in the papers 
found among Giordani** effects by 
numbers. 

• • • 

Consular Agent Dropped. 

By careful inquiry the secret service 
men were able to connect these num¬ 
bers with the proper person* and the 
first result was to fix upon Charles 
Miot, the American Consular Agent at 
St. Marc, a* one of the persons to 
whom a number had applied. 

Upon learning this fact last evening 
the State Department immediately ca¬ 
bled to American Minister Furniss, at 
Port Au Prince, to dismiss this agent 
at once from the employ of the United 
States. This action was taken because 
the State Department feels that it must 
keep itself absolutely free from any ap- 
peura«ce of sympathy with- reoelhous 
movements in Latin-American Repub¬ 
lics. 

Chief Wilkie, of the Secret Service, 
maefto a statement to-day. giving the 
facts and circumstances connected 
with the arrest of Giordani, Which go 
to show that at the time of hla arrest 
Giordani had in his possession counter¬ 
feit Haytlen paper money to the face 
value itf $800,000, two* thousand Rem¬ 
ington rifles and 230.000 rounds of am¬ 
munition. all of which. It is said, was 
Intended for the Haytlen revolutionists.

Mixed Up In Cuba Trouble. 

Six or seven months ago when this 
Government was advised by Provisional 
Governor Magoon that a small party of 
malcontent* were trying to stir up a 
revolution In Cuba, it was discovered 
that Giordani was connected with them. 
At that time It developed that he had 
represented Gen. Firman during the 
Haytoln uprising In 1902. Firman then, 
ow, being the head of the revolu- 
party. 

About that time Giordani came to 
New York and ever since then the t*e- - 
cret service officials have hod him unde r 
close surveillance. It was not long be. 
fore it was discovered that Giordani 
hod stored In a Brooklyn warehouse 
sixteen case* containing 2.000 Reming¬ 
ton rifles in fine condition. 

Close watch has been kept on these 
cases and on Janurry 4. by Glord&nl's 
direction, they were loaded onto a 
truck and hauled to the Hamburg- 
Ameriean steamship pier whence the 
steamer "Groocla" was to sail on Jan¬ 
uary 8, for Haytlen and other West 
India ports. 

The oases were marked “atruotual 
Iron," und the fictitious name of C. 
Merhum A Com pa ny was given as the 
consignee. Go naive*. Haytl, was given 
as the destination, but the shipper’s 
name was withheld. There were sub¬ 
sequent'!)* added to the consignment 
twenty-three barrels marked 'VoinenL' 
The officials had become convinced that 
Gtordnrd wo* engaged In some unlaw¬ 
ful enterprise and the steamship com¬ 
pany was notified not to receive the 
cases of "structual Iron," the barrels 
of "comeiTt." and some boxes which 
Also had made their app^wance. and 
upon learning of this action Giordani 
had thorn hauled away to another 
warehouse. 

By that time the secret service had se¬ 
cured sufficient evidence to warrant 
them in opening all of the cases, boxes 
and barrels. The first contained the 
2,000 Remington rifles, the barrels the 
ammunition, and the boxes $800,000 in 
counterfeit Haytlen curoncy.

Lisbon. Jan. 23.—[By courier to 
Badajose, Spain, Jan. 23.1—An abortive 
attempt to overthrow the monarchy 
and proclaim Portugal a republic was 
nipped In the bud lust night by tho 
prlmpt action of the Government. The 
plot wax organized by a small group of 
advanced Republicans. Ax near ox can 
b® ascertained, the plan was to assas¬ 
sinate Premier Franco and then depend 
for success upon streot risings, support¬ 
ed by secret Republican anl labor or¬ 
ganizations, armed with bombs and re¬ 
volver*. 

The conspirators Intended to take ad¬ 
vantage of various festivities to carry 
out the coup d'etat. The royal family 
were at Villa Vlcosa entertaining the 
Duke of Abruzzf. Most of the army 
and navy officers who were In the city 
vveru attending a gala performance at 
the theater, while many of the chief 
functionaries of state were present at a 
magnificent ball at one of the lega- 
| tions. 

The police discovered what was ln 
tho wind early in t!he evening and sur¬ 
rounded and raided a house whero the 
ringleaders in Che plot were conferring.

CHIEF FLYNN RETICENT.

commission to visit the schools em¬ 
bodied In a bill which was introduced 
in the House this morning about the 
same time that th© Governor's m:-*- 
aage was read. The bill carries Into 
effect the recommendations made by 
the Governor.
